Seventy-Eighth  Annual  Report  of 
The  City  Auditor 


Office  of  the  City  Auditor 
, December  15,  1928. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a report  of  the  receipts  and  pay- 
ments of  the  City  of  Newburyport  for  the  year  beginning  December  17,  1927 
and  ending  December  15,  1928. 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are  made  up 
from  receipts  and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for  Uniform 
Municipal  accounting  as  issued  by  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Tax- 
ation, Division  of  Accounts,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  terms  “revenue”  and  “non-revenue”  are  used 
“revenue”  meaning  money  accruing  to  the  Municipal  treasury  under  general 
taxation,  police  powers,  gifts,  or  services  rendered.  “Non-revenue”  meaning 
offsets  to  outlays,  such  as  permanent  improvements,  bond  issues,  money 
hired  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  temporary  accounts,  etc.  Following  these 
schedules  are  presented  detailed  statements  arranged  in  the  same  order, 
together  with  the  usual  matters  given  in  the  auditor’s  report,  including  a 
report  of  trust  funds  and  a statement  of  funds  held  by  private  trustees,  the 
income  of  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  Newburyport  or  any  of  its  inhabitants. 


SCHEDULES 


Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts  and  pay- 
ments during  the  year,  and  the  cash  balance  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the 
year.  This  schedule  shows  that  during  the  year  the  city  has  received 
$19,648.83  more  than  was  paid. 

Echedule  B is  a «onsoIidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments 
for  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  different  departments,  showing  total 
receipts  from  revenue  $593,  288.35  and  expense  of  maintenance  to  be 
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$587,411.68,  making  the  excess  revenue,  receipts  over  payments  for  the  year 
$5,876.67,  which  amount  with  the  excess  of  non-revenue  receipts  for  the 
year  are  indicated  in  the  increase  of  cash  on  hand. 

Schedule  C is  a statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  payments  by  depart- 
ments, less  transfers,  which  make  up  the  figures  for  Schedule  B also  a 
statement  of  non-revenue  receipts  and  payments,  during  the  year. 

In  making  up  actual  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  “Agency  Tran- 
sactions” such  as  State  Tax,  County  Tax,  etc.,  are  eliminated. 

I would  further  report  that  I have  audited  the  accounts  of  the  Water 
Department,  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  Trust  Fund  Commissioners, 
Trustees  of  Wheelwright,  Peabody  and  Public  Library  Buliding  Funds, 
Treasurer  and  Collector,  Treasurer  of  Public  Library,  City  Clerk,  City 
Messenger,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  examined  all  bills  present- 
ed, verified  same  and  when  approved  charged  same  to  proper  appropriations, 
signing  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  their  payments;  also  have  countersigned 
all  notes  and  bonds,  and  have  ascertained  that  issue  of  same  was  properly 
authorized. 

The  net  debt  of  the  City  has  been  decreased  in  the  past  year  $47,429.61. 
The  appropriated  accounts  had  an  overdrawn  balance  of  $1,963.05.  Income 
exceeded  estimate  $9,993.99,  making  a total  credit  balance  of  $8,030.94 
which  was  credited  to  excess  and  deficit  account.

TRUST  FUNDS 


THE  LAW.  Chapter  322 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  auditing  of  certain  trust  funds  and  accounts. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  city  and  town  auditors  at  least  once 
every  year,  and  so  much  oftener  as  they  deem  it  necessary,  to  audit  the  ac- 
counts of  the  trustees  of  any  property,  the  principal  or  income  of  which, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  was  bequeathed  or  given  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the 
city  or  town  or  any  part  thereof,  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  city  or  town  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  examine  and  estimate  the 
funds,  securities,  and  evidence  of  property  held  by  such  trustees.  City  and 
town  auditors  shall  include  in  their  annual  report  a report  of  such  auditing 
and  investigation;  and  if  they  discover  any  fraud  or  irregularity  they  shall 
immediately  report  the  same  to  the  Mayor  and  Treasurer  of  the  city  or  to 
the  Selectmen  or  Treasurer  of  the  town. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  designated  in  section 
one  hereof  to  give  city  and  town  auditors  free  access  to  their  accounts, 
funds,  securities  and  evidence  of  property;  and  any  such  trustee  who  re- 
fuses to  exhibit  his  trust  accounts,  funds,  securities  and  evidences  aforesaid 
shall  be  subject  to  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  property  held  in 
trust  for  public  uses.  (Approved  May  9,  1904). 


Trust  funds  in  which  the  City  of  Newburyport  and  its  inhabitants  are 
interested  may  be  divided  into  two  classes,  viz.:  funds  bequeathed  or  given 
direct  to  the  city,  and  funds  given  to  special  trustees,  the  income  of  which 
is  used  for  the  benefits  of  ony  of  its  inhabitants. 

The  first  class  is  invested  by  the  Trusteos  of  the  Newburyport  Trust 
Funds  under  Chapter  64,  Acts  of  1917,  and  the  income  turned  over  to  the 
city. 
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The  second  class  is  invested  by  special  trustees  appointed  by  the  donor, 
and  such  boards  fill  their  own  vacancies.  It  would  seem  that  the  city  had 
assumed  no  responsibility  for  such  funds,  and  it  may  be  a question  if  they 
come  under  the  preceding  law,  but  such  trustees  have  been  requested  to 
allow  examination  of  said  funds  and  accounts. 

Trust  funds  held  by  Trust  Fund  Commissioners  have  been  verified  and 
the  income  traced  to  its  proper  accounts. 

The  Atkinson  fund,  held  by  special  trustees,  no  report  filed. 

Peabody  and  Public  Library  Building  Funds.  Income  has  been  verified, 
vouchers  checked  up  and  principal  accounted  for. 

The  Wheelwright  Fund.  The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year 
ending  Oct.  31,  1928,  have  been  audited  and  found  correct;  also  the  securities 
have  been  counted  and  found  to  agree  with  the  treasurers’  accounts.

Fire  Department 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council, 

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully  submit  the  required  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the 
year. 

We  have  answered  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  calls,  forty-four  bell 
alarms  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  still  alarms.  This  is  the  largest 
number  in  the  aggregate  for  any  year  in  the  history  of  the  city. 

The  loss  sustained  amounted  to  one  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand,  six 
hundred  and  one  dollars  and  forty-one  cents,  or  ($115.  601.41).  A large 
portion  of  this  is  represented  in  the  Philadelphia  & Reading  coal  pocket, 
and  the  Joy  Block  fires.  These  fires  assumed  the  most  serious  proportions 
of  any  fire  in  recent  years.  Surely  this  bespeaks  the  need  of  more  perman- 
ent firemen  and  apparatus. 

APPARATUS 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  the  following: 

One-Seagrave  triple  combination  auto  pumper  and  hose  car-ten  years  in 
service  second  class.  One-Maxim  ladder  truck-four  years  in  service  first 
class.  One-Larabbe  Hose  and  Chemical  Auto  Wagon-eight  years  in  service 
third  class.  One-American  La  France  one  thousand  gal.  pumper-one  year  in 
service  first  class.  One-Nott  steam  fire  engine  in  reserve — twenty-five 
years  in  service  third  class. 

I recommend  that  a triple  combination  auto  pumper  and  hose  car,  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  gal.,  (750)  be  purchased  to  take  the  place  of  Hose  No.  7 
in  answering  still  alarms.  This  car  should  also  be  equipped  with  the 
necessary  equipment  for  fighung  oil  fires.  This  is  urgent  because  a large 
amount  of  oil  burners  are  being  installed  and  it  is  naturally  to  be  expected 
that  soonor  or  later  we  will  have  an  oil  fire  to  fight. 
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HOSE 

At  present  we  have  eleven  thousand  (11,000)  feet  of  hose  in  service. 
The  condition  of  this  hose  classified  is  as  follows: 

7000  feet  in  good  condition,  2000  feet  in  fair  condition  and  2000  feet  in 

poor  condition.  I recommend  that  2000  feet  be  purchased  this  coming  year. 


MEN 

At  the  present  time  we  have  nine  permanent  firemen,  and  sixty-four 
call  men.  I recommend  that  twelve  more  men  be  added  to  the  permanent 
force  and  that  they  be  given  an  increase  in  their  salaries.  I hope  that  you 
will  consider  this  seriously  as  the  men  are  underpaid  for  the  work  they  do 
and  the  long  hours  that  they  must  be  on  duty. 

The  Call  Department  should  be  reorganized  and  they  should  also  get 
an  increase  in  their  salaries. 

INSPECTION  AND  FIRE  DRILLS 

The  department  has  been  active  during  the  year  in  the  work  of  Fire 
Prevention  and  Public  Safety.  Inspection  by  the  members  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Chief  total,  one  thousand  and  four.  The  members  visited  all 
schools  and  had  the  fire  drill  demonstrated  to  them  and  everything  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

REMARKS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

That  the  remainder  of  the  floor  at  Central  Station  be  of  cement. 

That  all  the  antique  fire  equipment  we  have  stored  in  different  places  be 

sold. 

That  the  city  ordinance  should  be  enforced  in  regard  to  automobiles 
following  the  fire  apparatus  when  going  to  a fire — accidents  could  be 
avoided. 

A new  door  should  be  cut  in  Central  Station  so  as  to  be  able  to  have 
Reserve  Engine  No.  3 on  the  floor  in  case  of  emergency. 

Each  school  building  shcu'd  have  a fire  alarm  box  installed  inside. 

The  roof  on  Central  Station  should  be  repaired  as  it  leaks  badly. 
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The  work  of  Supt.  Welch,  Fire  Alarm,  and  Supt.  Nevins  of  the  Highway 
has  been  very  satisfactory  and  I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  for 
their  interest  and  cooperation. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  those  who  have 
rendered  assistance  to  the  department,  with  the  assurance  that  their  ser- 
vices have  been  appreciated.

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  its  Departments 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928. 

The  year  was  not  marked  by  the  unusual  prevalence  of  severe  epidemic 
diseases.  An  exception  may  possibly  be  made  to  this  statement.  Scarlet 
Fever  has  prevailed  throughout  the  year  to  a certain  extent,  rising  to  its 
height  in  the  first  four  months  of  the  year,  and  declining  thereafter  with  a 
total  of  fifty-one  cases.  The  disease  was  of  the  mild  type.  Chickenpox, 
measles  and  whooping  cough  were  the  other  diseases  that  were  prevalent. 
There  were  but  two  cases  of  diptheria  during  the  entire  year  and  none  of 
typhoid  fever.  Whether  the  decline  in  diphtheria  is  due  to  the  employment 
of  preventive  inoculation  among  the  school  children  in  previous  years  is 
perhaps  a question;  as  a corresponding  decline  in  this  disease  has  occurred 
throughout  the  state.  It  would  seem  advisable  that  the  work  of  prevention 
should  continue  in  order  to  remove  from  the  community  this  menace  to  the 
lives  of  children.  We  wish  to  call  attention  to  t he  importance  of  this  work; 
and  to  request  a small  appropriation  to  enable  the  board  to  continue  the 
administration  of  the  toxin-antitoxin  in  the  schools  of  the  city. 

The  city  seems  to  be  singularly  free  from  veneral  diseases,  as  there 
were  no  reports  of  gonorrhea  and  only  two  cases  of  syphilis  for  the  year. 
All  physicians  are  compelled  by  Law  to  report  to  the  local  board  any  cases 
treated  by  them. 

By  means  of  close  affiliation  with  the  Newburyport  Health  Center,  the 
board  has  been  enabled  to  keep  informed  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  all 
Public  Eating  places.  Visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  by  the  nurses 
connected  with  the  Health  Center  and  detailed  reports  are  on  file  at  our 
office.  Based  on  these  reports,  the  Board  has  issued  Certificates  of  Merit  to 
all  establishments  where  high  standards  of  cleanliness  prevailed;  and  in  ap- 
propriate cases,  measures  have  been  taken  to  correct  unsanitary  methods 
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of  handling  food  stuffs.  We  have  endeavored  as  far  as  possible;  to  establish 
thorough  methods  of  inspection  of  the  handling  and  purveying  of  meats, 
fish,  fruit,  vegetables,  milk,  etc.,  and  in  maintaining  a record  at  our  office 
of  all  work  performed  by  our  inspector. 

This  year  marked  the  beginning  of  a constructive  campaign  by  Wilbur 
N.  O’Brien,  Ph,  c.  Milk  inspector,  for  the  production  of  cleaner  and  safer 
milk.  During  the  past  year  he,  in  conjunction  with  a representative  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Agriculture  has  conducted  two  producer  and 
dealer  surveys  and  one  consumer  survey.  The  results  of  these  surveys 
show  the  need  of  such  a campaign.  Newbury  port  is  perhaps  fortunate  in 
having  such  a good  source  of  supply  but  unfortunate  in  having  some 
handlers  who  do  not  understand  the  absolute  necessity  of  cleanliness.  The 
problem  presented  is  one  of  education;  in  the  proper  handling  of  milk  and 
the  necessity  of  adequate  modern  equipment.  In  the  consumers  survey, 
3000  letters  enclosing  a prepaid  letter  questionaire  were  sent  out,  the  result 
seemed  to  prove  an  extreme  lack  of  interest  by  the  public  in  the  milk 
question  and  its  affect  upon  their  families  and  it  will  probably-  be  some 
years  before  the  board  gets  results  from  this  campaign. 

The  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Slaughtering  from  June  1st  to  December 
1st  shows  a remarkable  falling  off  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered. 
Whether  this  is  due  to  the  rigid  inspection  by  the  new  inspector  or  from 
other  causes  we  are  unable  to  state. 

In  July  the  Newburyport  Board  of  Health  opened  a plant  for  the  exper- 
imental treatment  of  Clams  with  Chlorine.  This  plant  was  in  charge  of 
Edward  W.  Eaton,  a member  of  this  board,  and  the  success  was  due  to  his 
untiring  efforts.  We  have  the  approval  of  Dr.  George  Bigelow,  Chairman  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  a Clam 
treatment  plant  on  a commercial  basis. 

New  rules  for  the  guidance  of  the  Board  have  been  codified,  as  the  old 
rules  were  inadequate  to  meet  the  present  modern  methods.  The  milk  rules 
were  also  revised. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Collector  of  Ashes,  Rubbish  and  Garbage  has 
been  carried  on,  we  believe,  with  satisfaction  to  the  citizens.  There  has 
been  little  if  any  criticism  of  the  collectors.  The  city  dumps,  however,  are 
objects  of  frequent  criticism  and  it  is  quite  evident  that  they  constitute  a 
public  nuisance,  especially  in  warm  weather.  The  burden  seems  to  rest 
upon  the  city  to  keep  the  premises  tidy  ai\d  in  a wholesome  condition. 

The  board  of  health  has  under  its  supervision  the  work  of  school  phy- 
.sician  and  school  nurse,  who  have  a general  oversight  of  the  health  of  all  the 
children  in  the  schools.  The  work  is  plainly  handicapped  by  an  inadequate 
personnel  and  the  fact  that  there  is  no  supervision  in  the  private  schools, 
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The  board  feels  that  all  schools  should  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
school  physician  and  nurses,  in  the  interest  of  more  effective  supervision  of 
the  school  children. 

William  Thurston,  Agent  for  the  Board,  after  twenty-two  years  of  long 
and  faithful  service,  died  September  24,  1928,  the  vacancy  was  filled  by 
Wilbur  N.  O’Brien,  Ph.  C.  who  was  appointed  Agent  and  Inspector  of  the 
Board.  By  combining  several  appointments  the  Board  is  thus  enabled  to 
appoint  an  especially  trained  technician  with  a salary  that  is  a living  wage. 

The  proper  authorities  of  the  City  have  not  taken  cognizance  of  the 
previous  recommendation  of  this  board  in  the  menace  to  the  summer  resi- 
dents of  Plum  Island.  The  Public  Health  proble  mis  a serious  one.  The 
only  satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem  is  the  providing  of  a suitable  pub- 
lic water  supply. 

The  reports  of  the  Agent  and  the  Inspectors  of  the  various  depart- 
ments follow.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Newburyport. 

Gentlemen: 

The  Milk  Inspector  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1928. 

This  year  marked  the  beginning  of  an  intensive  campaign  for  the  pro- 
duction of  cleaner  and  safer  milk. 

During  the  past  year  I,  in  conjunction  with  a representative  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Agriculture,  have  conducted  two  producer 
and  Dealer  Surveys  and  one  consumer  survey. 

The  results  of  these  surveys  have  been  both  interesting  and  educational. 
The  need  of  such  a campaign  has  been  proven. 

The  results  of  the  first  survey  follows: 

Reductase  Test,  Keeping  quality,  Grade,  and  Bacterial  Estimation 
66%  Grade  I Milk,  Bacterial  Content  less  than  500,000  per  C.  C. 

27%  Grade  II  Milk,  Bacterial  Content  One  Million  to  Four  Million  per  C.  C. 
15%  Grade  III  Milk,  Bacterial  Content  Four  to  Twenty  Million  per  C.  C. 

I sample  of  a Grade  4 Milk  Over  Twenty  Million  per  C.  C. 

Sediment  Test  lessl5  lo%K 

Sediment  Test  Cleanliness 
Not  one  sample  classified  as  clean. 

Only  14%  classified  fairly  clean. 

Such  a condition  is  appalling  and  calls  for  action  in  the  form  of  ade- 
quate milk  regulations  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

Newburyport  is  perhaps  fortunate  in  having  such  a good  source  of 
supply  but  unfortunate  in  having  some  handlers  who  do  not  realize  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  cleanliness  in  handling  this  all  important  food  material. 
The  problem  presented  is  one  of  education,  Education  as  to  proper  handling, 
Education  in  the  use  and  necessity  of  adequate  modern  equipment.  With 
this  end  in  view  have  held  two  meetings  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  inviting  all  deal- 
ers and  producers  to  attend  providing  a speaker  in  each  case  who  spoke  on 
the  problems  presented  and  who  answered  any  and  all  questions  pertaining 
to  the  problems  facing  the  dairymen  and  producers. 

Both  meetings  were  well  attended. 

Mr.  L.  C.  Smith,  County  Agent  U.  S.  Dept.  Agriculture. 

Mr.  A.  S.  Hillman  Inspector  Mass.  Dept.  Agriculture  Div.  Dairying 
were  the  speakers  at  the  first  meeting,  both  had  a message  of  importance. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Cort,  Mass.  Dept.  Agriculture,  Director  Div.  Dairying  was  the 
speaker  at  the  second  meeting,  his  message  was  both  timely  and  to  the 
point.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  address  there  was  an  open  discussion  on 
the  various  phases  of  milk  production  and  handling. 

At  this  meeting  the  following  was  appointed  to  confer  with  the  milk 
inspector  regarding  the  inao.^uration  of  a program  of  constructive  improve- 
ment. 
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In  the  Consumer  Survey  3000  letters  enclosing  a prepaid  return  post 

card,  were  sent  out.  The  following  questions  were  asked, 

1.  How  many  quarts  do  you  use  daily?  Price? 

2.  Does  your  milk  come  from  herds  tested  for  Tuberculosis? 

3.  If  not  do  you  prefer  milk  from  T.  B.  free  herds? 

4.  Do  you  use  pastuerized  milk?  Do  you  prefer  it? 

5.  If  you  could  get  a cleaner  and  safer  milk  would  you  be  willing  to  pay 

a slight  increase  in  price  per  quart? 

The  answer  to  the  first  question  varied  but  there  were  a great  many 

who  were  using  more  than  one  quart  a day. 

Question  2 61%  answered  Yes 

Question  3 83%  answered  Yes 

Question  4 84%  answered  No  ^ 

Question  5 95%  answered  Yes 

Question  6 46%  answered  Yes  ’ 

24%  answered  Satisfied 

30%  answered  No 

These  figures  need  careful  study  and  interpretation.  They  indicate  an 
extreme  lack  of  knowledge  as  to  what  factors  go  to  make  up  a good  grade 
market  milk  or  an  extreme  lack  of  interest  in  milk  as  it  effects  them  and 
their  households.  The  answers  to  question  2 indicates  that  perhaps  some 
are  buying  milk  that  is  misrepresented  or  they  are  laboring  under  a false 
impression. 

This  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Health  with  the  appended  Laboratory 
Report  constitutes  the  work  done  by  this  department  in  the  past  year,  I 
trust  it  meets  with  your  approval.

Dear  Doctor: 

I hereby  submit  the  report  of  work  done  at  the  clam  plant  by  the  New- 
buryport Board  of  Health,  in  experimental  treatment  of  clams  with  chlorine. 

The  plant  was  turned  over  to  the  local  Board  of  Health  early  in  July, 
but  on  account  of  mechanical  troubles  we  were  unable  to  operate  the  plant 
until  the  16th  of  July.  We  were  in  operation  until  the  29th  of  September. 
We  handled  fifty  two  (52)  runs  of  clams,  the  runs  varied  from  ten  (10)  to 
seventy  two  (72)  maskets.  Totalling  twenty  hundred  and  eighty  (2080) 
baskets.  We  lost  one  run  of  clams  on  account  of  the  failure  of  an  electric 
pump. 

Clams  received  prior  to  August  8th  were  treated  free  of  charge — those 
received  after  that  date  paid  25c  per  basket  for  handling. 

Bacteriological  work  v.  ; done  on  two  samples  of  clams  taken  when  a 
run  was  brought  in  after  twenty  four  (24)  hours  treatment  and  after  forty- 
eight  (48)  hours  treatment.  This  work  was  done  at  the  Lawrence  Biological 
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Station  until  Aug.  5th  and  after  that  date  for  the  most  part  at  the  City 
Hall  Laboratory  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Check  work  was  done  at  intervals 
at  the  Lawrence  Biological  Station.  Taken  at  random  seven  samples  aver- 
aged at  time  of  taking  976  bacteria — after  twenty-four  (24)  hours  treat- 
ment averaging  206  and  after  forty-eight  (48)  hours  treatment  averaging 
20.  This  shows  the  clams  as  we  receive  them — the  result  of  twenty-four 
and  forty-eight  hours  treatment.  This  shows  the  necessity  of  the  forty- 
eight  hours  treatment. 

We  called  a meeting  at  the  American  Yacht  Club  while  our  plant  was 
in  operation.  Of  the  representatives  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  including 
Dr.  Bigelow,  Chairman  Dr.  Clark  of  the  Conservation  of  Food  Department — 
State  Engineer  Wright — State  Bacteriologist  Adams — and  Mayor  Gillis  with 
City  Councillors — the  local  Board  of  Health  and  press  were  present. 

Dr.  Bigelow  stated  that  our  work  was  successful  and  that  we  had  the 
approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  the  construction  and  operation  of 
a clam  treatment  plant  on  a commercial  basis.

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REPORT  OF  CITY  SOLICITOR 


December  18,  1928. 


City  Council, 

Gentlemen: 

In  compliance  with  provision  therefor  laid  down  in  the  Municipal  Ordin- 
ance pertaining  to  the  office  of  City  Solicitor,  I have  to  submit  herewith  a 
statement  of  the  work  carried  on  by  the  Law  Department  during  the  year 
1928. 

The  first  court  case  to  come  under  my  supervision  was  that  of  Police 
Officer  Edward  K.  Gove  vs.  City  of  Newburyport.  This  was  the  result  of  a 
writ  of  mandamus  issued  against  the  Mayor,  ordering  Officer  Gove  back  to 
work.  Mayor  Gillis  relieved  Officer  Gove  from  regular  duty  on  account  of 
the  fact  that  he  had  not  been  confirmed  by  the  City  Council  in  1927,  having 
been  appointed  a regular  by  the  then  Mayor  Oscar  H.  Nelson.  This  case 
was  tried  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  single  justice  ordered  the  writ  to 
issue  and  the  officer  returned  to  the  regular  forc.e 

During  the  Fall  sitting  of  the  Superior  Court  in  Newburyport,  three 
suits  in  which  the  City  was  the  party  defendant,  were  on  the  trial  list.  These 
cases  were  Harry  D.  Stillman  vs.  City  of  Newburyport,  action  of  tort,  ad 
damnum  $25,000;  William  C.  Moore  vs.  City  of  Newburyport,  ad  damnum 
$500;  Yvonne  Larrivee  vs.  City  of  Newburyport,  ad  damnum  $2,000.  The 
Stillman  case  was  the  only  one  to  be  reached  on  the  trial  list.  The  City 
Solicitor  defended  the  City  in  this  case  which  lasted  for  several  days,  re- 
sulting in  a verdict  for  the  City.  The  William  C.  Moore  case  is  one  for  sal- 
ary for  services  claimed  to  have  been  given  to  the  School  Committee  in  a 
superintendency  capacity.  The  LarriveQ  case  is  one  in  which  the  plaintiff 
claimed  she  slipped  and  fell  on  an  obstruction  on  Pleasant  Street  near 
number  47. 
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Inspector  of  Buildings  vs.  Joseph  Roy.  This  was  a bill  in  equity  which 
the  result  of  a writ  of  mandamus  being  issued  ordering  Roy  to  live  up  to  the 
provisions  of  our  Interim  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  case  was  referred  to  a 
Master  and  a hearing  was  held  in  the  local  District  Court  after  the  original 
hearing  which  was  held  in  the  Equity  Session  in  Salem.  Before  the  final 
order  was  made  in  this  case,  Roy  built  a dwelling  house,  or  rather  applied 
for  permission  to  build  a dwelling  house  on  his  property,  and  the  Court 
decided  in  his  favor.  The  bill  in  equity  prayed  for  the  removal  of  a garage 
which  he  Roy,  had  erected  without  complying  to  the  provisions  laid  down  in 
our  Interim  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Emery  N.  Marshall  vs.  Edward  A.  Bass,  et  al.  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Newburyport.  This  case  was  a petition  for  a writ  of  certiorari  against 
Edward  A.  Bass,  Joseph  F.  Ford,  Timothy  R.  Leary,  Harold  F.  MacWilliams, 
William  Peebles  and  Edward  G.  Perkins  as  members  of  the  City  Council. 
These  members  of  the  Council  voted  to  grant  the  petition  of  Andrew  J. 
Gillis  to  store,  keep  and  sell  gasoline  at  the  corner  of  State  and  High 
Streets.  The  plaintiff  claimed  that  the  vote  was  contrary  to  the  provisions 
laid  down  in  the  Ad  Interim  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  petition  asked  that  this 
vote  be  expunged  from  the  records  of  the  Council.  This  case  required  the 
attendance  of  the  City  Solicitor  in  the  Supreme  Court  at  Boston  five  days. 
The  final  decision  was  against  the  above-mentioned  members  of  the  Council, 
the  single  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  who  heard  the  case,  deciding  that 
the  writ  of  certiorari  should  issue  and  the  vote  of  the  council  be  expunged 
from  the  records. 

There  are  numerous  small  claims  pending  against  the  City  but  none  of 
them  seem  to  be  very  pressing.  The  City  Solicitor  has  had  the  usual  number 
of  claims  to  settle  on  advice  of  the  committee  on  General  Government.  At 
the  request  of  the  Mayor,  I attended  several  hearings  at  the  State  House  in 
the  interest  of  the  chlorinating  plant  at  Plum  Island;  also  hearings  before 
the  Secretary  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  at  the  State  House. 

Revision  of  Municipal  Ordinances  and  printing  of  new  Municipal  Regis- 
ter. I have  already  made  a partial  report  of  progress  in  this  regard.  The 
work  is  only  half  completed  and  a new  appropriation  will  be  needed  to  com- 
plete the  work  as  it  should  be  done.  The  last  edition  of  the  Municipal  Reg- 
istrar was  published  in  1900.  Numerous  state  laws  applicable  to  the  City 
and  new  ordinances  have  been  passed  since  that  time  and  should  be  all  in 
one  book.  Since  this  work  has  now  been  started,  it  should  be  continued 
until  completed. 

The  City  Solicitor  has  been  called  upon  by  the  Police  Department  for 
assistance  in  prosecuting  liquor  cases  on  different  occasions;  and  also  in 
other  instances  where  counsel  is  needed  for  the  prosecution  in  matters  in  the 
city  is  interested. 
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Our  Ad  Interim  Zoning  Ordinance  is  causing  a great  deal  of  controversy 
and  I would  recommend  either  a new  zoning  ordinance  or  the  abolishment 
of  it  entirely.  From  research  work  concerning  zoning  ordinances  in  other 
cities,  I have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  one  in  effect  in  our  city  does 
not  fit  our  needs.  If  a new  ordinance  relative  to  zoning  is  contemplated,  it 
is  my  contention  that  a committee  be  appointed  and  appropriation  made 
therefor  for  investigation  and  professional  assistance.

REPORT  OF  TREE  SUPERINTENDENT 


January  7th,  1929. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  members  of  the  Municipal  Council. 

Gentlemen: 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  city  ordinances  I respectfully 
submit  herewith  my  report  as  moth  superintendent  for  the  year  1928. 

The  Gypsy  Moth  infestation  has  been  general  throughout  the  entire 
city.  The  infestation  has  been  50%  heavier  in  1928  than  in  1927,  and  about 
five  acres  of  woodland  have  been  stripped  in  the  Artichoke  district  on  the 
Plummer  Spring  Road. 


A very  thorough  campaign  was  made  for  brown-tail  moths.  Most  webs 
were  found  on  fruit  trees  on  private  property.  All  webs  were  destroyed  by 
fire. 


The  method  of  suppressing  Gypsy  Moths  has  been  practically  the  same 
as  in  previous  years  namely,  crosoting  nests  and  following  with  arsenate  of 
lead  spraying. 


This  department  has  taken  care  of  all  street  trees  and  also  those  on 
public  property.  Trees  on  private  property  have  been  attendd  to  when 
neglected  by  owners. 

The  public  in  general  has  given  satisfactory  co-operation  in  all  moth 
work.

Owing  to  the  lack  of  a sufficient  appropriation  a program  of  improve- 
ment could  not  be  inaugurated. 
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Through  the  generosity  of  the  Civic  League  the  Central  Park  play- 
ground was  equipped  with  modern  playground  equipment  which  proved 
very  popular.  Wish  to  thank  the  Civic  League  and  its  officials  for  the 
great  interest  manifested  and  for  their  very  generous  gift.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  WATER 
DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council,  . 

City  of  Newburyport. 

Gentlemen:  ' 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  present  their  thirty-third 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  15th,  1928. 

As  usual  during  1928  we  have  continued  to  extend,  increase  and  improve 
the  water  system. 

The  following  is  a list  of  work  accomplished  in  addition  to  regular 
routine. 

The  small  mains  in  Butler,  California  and  Tremont  Streets  have  been 
replaced  with  six  inch,  cast  iron  pipe,  and  new  hydrants  set  on  each  street, 
giving  additional  fire  protection  to  these  localities.  The  service  papes  in 
these  streets  were  also  relaid. 

The  two  inch  pipe  in  White’s  Court  which  had  been  giving  trouble  for 
some  time  has  been  completely  relaid  as  well  as  all  the  service  pipes. 

Four  hydrants  have  been  broken  by  automobiles  during  the  year.  We 
were  able  to  collect  damages  on  two  of  these,  but  the  other  two  were  broken 
during  the  night  time  by  unknown  drivers.

Four  new  fire  hydrants  have  been  installed. 

Forty-three  new  service  pipes  have  been  laid  requiring  1,756  feet  of 
pipe. 

Eighty-eight  service  pipes  have  been  relaid  requiring  2,168  ft.  6 in.  of 
pipe. 

There  have  been  six  leaks  in  main  pipes  and  twenty-three  in  service 
pipes  during  the  year. 

Our  activities  this  year  were  somewhat  less  than  usual  due  to  the  fact 
that  when  the  books  were  closed  for  1927  there  was  a $4,000.00  payment  on 
Bonds  due  the  City,  this  being  provided  for  necessarily  reduced  our  budget 
for  1928.

The  fire  which  occured  in  August  practically  destroying  our  Office  and 
‘ Work  Shop  caused  a large  amount  of  extra  work  and  caused  many  unavoid- 
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able  delays.  While  the  actual  loss  by  fire  was  not  great  the  loss  by  water 
and  dirt,  and  the  expenses  of  two  movings  were  considerable,  and  the  in- 
crease in  the  amounts  expended  for  General  and  Meter  Maintenance  are 
directly  traceable  to  this  cause. 

Insurance  to  the  amount  of  $1,327.22  was  collected  and  was  sufficient 
to  cover  our  losses. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  which  is  attached,  will  give  the  financial 
figures  for  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 
To  the  Board  of  Directors: 

In  submitting  this,  the  73rd  annual  report  of  the  librarian,  it  may  be 
stated  that  at  the  close  of  the  last  municipal  year  the  number  of  books 
recorded  as  owned  by  this  institution  was  63,118.  During  the  present  year 
there  has  been  added  by  purchase  1398  volumes,  422  have  been  donated,  353 
canceled  as  unfit  for  further  use,  a total  addition  of  1467,  making  the  numb- 
er at  present  64,585. 

Books  taken  from  the  library,  for  home  reading,  during  the  year  just 
closed  amount  to  64,932,  the  largest  number  in  its  history.  The  library  was 
closed  for  16  days  last  Winter,  during  installation  of  a new  heating  plant, 
but  this  loss  in  general  circulation  has  been  more  than  offset  by  the  books 
taken  from  the  Children’s  department,  which  opened  in  April  last. 

Beginning  with  the  new  year  a registration  of  borrowers  went  into 
effect  the  old  one  dating  from  1919,  and  at  present  3958  cards  have  been 
issued  for  books  to  be  taken  from  the  main  delivery  room  of  the  building. 
During  the  year  more  than  a thousand  books  have  been  sent  away  to  the 
binderies  for  necessary  repairs,  and  this  in  addition  to  the  many  hundred 
which  have  been  put  into  presentable  condition  and  fit  for  continued  use 
here  in  the  building.  This  matter  of  keeping  books  which  we  already  own, 
and  in  many  cases  have  for  years  is  annually  becoming  a more  serious 
problem,  because  of  the  expense  involved.  This  must  be  met,  somehow,  or 
else  these  books  must  go  to  the  dump.  Many  of  them  are  exceedingly  valu- 
able for  many  reasons,  and  nearly  all  of  them  should  be  retained.  Of  course 
some  have  to  be  discarded  as  impossible  to  be  repaired,  not  worth  the  time 
and  effort  involved,  but  in  all  cases  the  best  judgment  of  the  librarian  is 
used.  The  writer  has  seen  the  cost  of  this  work,  per  volume,  advanced, 
three  fold  with  the  passing  of  the  years. 


BUYING  NEW  BOOKS 

And  this  naturally  leads  to  another  plaint  or  suggestion  on  my  part — 
the  state  of  the  funds  for  the  proper  keeping  up  of  the  library.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  the  manner  of  the  expenditure  of  the  incomes  of  bequests 
left  for  the  benefit  of  this  library  is  almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
trustees,  not  of  the  board  of  directors.  The  trustees,  according  to  the  terms 
of  establishment  as  originally  made  comprise  the  Mayor  and  Board  of 
Aldermen,  or  presumably  their  successors,  which  in  this  case  is  the  City 
Council.  A generation  or  so  ago  that  board  made  a ruling  whereby  all  be- 
quests not  specifically  stating  that  “the  income  of  this  fund  shall  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  books,”  was  transferred  to  the  revenue  of  the  city,  and 
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credited  to  the  income  account  of  the  library.  In  other  words  eight  funds 
with  an  income  of  something  over  $1700.  are  combined  with  the  revenue 
acruing  from  taxation  and  other  sources  and  applied  to  the  general  admin- 
istrative purposes  of  the  library.  If  one  or  two  of  these  incomes  were 
transferred  to  the  book  accounts,  it  would  help  solve  the  question,  which 
is  now  becoming  more  imperative  than  ever,  with  the  Children’s  Depart- 
ment and  the  South  End  branch  to  attend  to  and  continue  to  build  up. 

Not  a single  cent  is  expended  by  this  library  from  general  taxation, 
for  the  purchase  of  books.  All  comes  from  the  incomes  of  donations.  I do 
not  know  of  any  other  city  in  this  State  where  such  a condition  obtains  for 
the  support  of  and  additions  to  its  book  stock.  In  all  of  them,  with  possibly 
one  or  two  exceptions,  this  upkeep  calls  for  a large  portion  of  the  public 
funds.  As  a further  reason  I might  add,  the  increased  cost  of  books. 
Twenty  years  ago  the  publishers’  announced  price  of  new  books  of  fiction 
averaged  $1.50.  Libraries  were  given  a discount  of  one-third.  Today  these 
same  books  are  published  at  from  $2.00  to  $2.50,  and  public  libraries  receive 
a reduction  of  10  per  cent.  The  book  we  bought  then  for  $1.00  now  costs 
use  from  $1.80  to  $2.25.  For  books  of  so-called  “permanent  value”  the 
increase  is  more  marked.  We  rarely  purchase  one  for  less  than  $4.50,  and, 
standard  biographies  and  other  books,  in  particular  run  up  to  $10.00  or 
more,  with  the  same  discount.  So  we  are  thus  seriously  handicapped. 

On  August  1 Miss  Helen  P.  Tilton,  Superintendent  of  the  Reading 
Room,  resigned  and  retired  from  library  work.  Her  withdrawal  is  a distinct 
loss  to  this  institution.  For  23  years  she  served  in  the  position  with  credit, 
and  in  addition  acted  unofficially  as  School  and  as  Reference  librarian,  in 
a most  satisfactory  manner. 


BUILDING  IMPROVEMENTS 

Materially  a large  sum  of  money  had  been  expended  on  the  library 
building  within  the  past  year.  Owing  to  the  generous  but  much  heeded 
special  city  appropriation  of  a year  ago,  the  old  heating  system,  which  had 
done  service  for  nearly  50  years,  was  discarded  and  an  entirely  new  plant 
put  in.  At  the  same  time  the  intake  of  cold  air  through  the  window  frames 
or  the  loss  of  heat  from  the  building  was  obviated,  as  far  as  possible  by 
fitting  each  with  metal  listing.  A new  steel  ceiling  has  been  up  in  the 
delivery  room,  the  building  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned  on  the  interior, 
there  has  been  some  painting  and  general  renovating  done  and  the  artificial 
lighting  has  been  improved.  All  this  cost  about  $7,400.00,  to  which  was 
added  the  unexpended  income  of  the  Building  Fund,  some  $500.00.  By 
strict  economy  this  committee  had  increased  its  unexpended  balance,  the 
result  of  several  years  saving  to  something  over  $1,500.00,  but  several  needs 
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for  necessary  repairs  upon  the  building,  which  it  should  be  remembered  is 
about  150  years  old,  had  first  to  be  attended  to.  I understand  that  the 
Building  Fund  trustees  have  in  comtemplation  or  have  already  started  other 
improvements,  which  will  be  carried  out  as  their  funds  will  permit. 


.SOUTH  END  BRANCH 

The  South  End  Reading  Room  Association  having  deeded  to  the  city 
its  building  and  real  estate,  and  turned  over  all  the  personal  property  as 
held  by  it,  in  accordance  with  the  original  agreement,  it  is  now  a part  of 
and  a branch  of  this  library.  The  building  itself  is  in  a good  state  of  re- 
pair and  could  not  be  duplicated,  it  is  said  for  $10,000  or  more.  The  invested 
funds,  for  its  support,  amount  to  $10,500.00,  making  an  annual  income  of 
about  $500.00.  Some  considerable  changes  will  have  to  be  made  in  bringing 
this  branch  in  touch  with,  and  according  to  t he  system  of  the  main  library, 
but  nothing  of  material  change. 


CHILDREN’S  DEPARTMENT 

As  is  well  known  a children’s  department  of  this  library  had  been  a 
desideratum  for  many  years.  Frequently  ways  and  means  were  discussed  by 
this  board  and  others  interested,  but  the  financial  problem,  the  cost  of 
establishing  and  properly  furnishing,  to  say  nothing  of  the  annual  cost  of 
maintenance,  invariably  intervened.  Today  the  children’s  department  of  the 
library  is  a fact  accomplished. 

Seven  or  eight  years  since,  the  Woman’s  Club  of  this  city  became  es- 
pecially interested,  and  offered  a substantial  contribution  towards  carrying 
out  the  plan,  but  it  was  insufficient.  However,  not  discouraged,  but  strong 
in  the  belief  that  it  was  bound  to  eventuate,  a sum  of  money  was  placed  on 
deposit,  added  to  year  by  year,  and  held  for  this  purpose.  In  the  Summer 
of  1927  a special  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  and  report. 
Director  Hylton  stated  that  undoubtedly  he  could  interest  the  Rotary  Club, 
of  which  he  was  a member  in  the  project.  It  is  enough  to  say  that  the 
Rotary  at  once  showed  its  sympathy  with  the  undertaking,  voted  to  make 
it  one  of  its  major  efforts  of  the  year,  and  at  once  pledged  to  contribute  the 
generous  sum  of  $1200.  The  Building  trustees  of  theh  library  agreed  to 
make  fitting  the  one  room  of  the  building  available  and  suitable — the 
former  directors’  room,  then  in  service  of  the  School  Department,  and  so 
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it  was  voted  by  the  board  to  proceed.  The  total  contributions  were  as 


follows:

This  sum  was  sufficient  for  the  renovation  of  the  room  (carpenter, 
paint,  electrician  bills,  etc.)  providing  new  and  suitable  furniture  for  child- 
ren, attendant’s  desk,  and  has  paid  for  362  new  books,  besides  the  salary 
of  the  supervisor  for  a large  portion  of  the  year. 

Of  course  hereafter,  no  contributed  funds  being  left,  this  latter  will  be 
an  additional  charge  upon  the  general  expenses  of  the  library,  but  we  are 
assured,  as  well  as  could  be,  officially,  and  by  many  interested,  that  there 
would  be  no  difficulty  in  the  future,  as  far  as  this  was  concerned,  if  the 
children’s  department  proved  itself  a success. 

To  meet  added  requirements  Miss  Elizabeth  J.  Merrill,  late  of  the 
Brookline  library,  was  added  to  the  staff,  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
immediately  supervising  this  new  department.  The  numerous  details  of 
preparing  for  opening  were  intrusted  to  her,  and  all  her  work  has  been 
most  satisfactory.  During  the  eight  months  of  operation,  dating  from  April 
1,  the  entire  circulation  from  this  room  has  been  18,877  volumes.  There  are 
registered  1284  borrowers,  from  the  3rd  to  the  9th  grades  of  the  public 
schools,  besides  little  tots,  younger  than  these  have  all  the  privileges  of  the 
room,  and  can  take  away  books  if  so  authorized  by  a parent.  There  are  at 
present  about  1,200  books  in  the  department,  constantly  increasing.  During 
these  eight  months  748  new  bocks  have  been  added,  617  by  purchase,  while 
131  were  gifts.  From  the  special  funds  donated,  before  it  was  exhaustd,  362 
of  the  books  were  purchased. 

Those  outside  the  library,  who  are  best  informed  of  the  workings  of 
the  project,  and  of  course  we  on  the  inside,  consider  this  new  department 
of  the  library  a complete  success.
